The Quakers, at their firſt ſetting forward, 
committed various kinds of extravagancies and diſ- 
orders; which probably, if they had not been op- 
poſed, would have ſubſided, but the miniſters, 
juſtices of the peace, conſtables, and others, fol- 
lowed theſe people about, diſputed with them, 
bound them over to the peace, procured them to 
be indicted, and, by ſuch oppoſition, rendered the

ſe& conſiderable. Mr. Higgonſon produces in-

Many of 
"them in their aſſemblies, ſometimes men, but 
"more frequently women and children, or they 
Foie had long faſted; would fall- down ſuddenly 
if in an epileptic fit, and there lie groyel- 
ng upon the ground, ſtruggling: as it were for 
life, and ſometimes more quietly as if they were 
Jul expiring. 'Whilft the agony of the fit was 
upon them, they would foam at the:mouth, their 
ps would quiver, their fleſh- and joints. would : 
tremble, and their bellies would: ſwell in a very 
extraordinary manner: im ſuch fit they continued 
ſometimes an hour or two, and, when it left them, 
they roared out 'with;a- voice loud and horrible. 
Al which eafily accounts for the name of Quakers 
being given them. In their preaching they called
